COTTHT ON 


THE HABEAS COBPPS CASE.—The supreme 
court of this state has decided, in the case 
of the Ozaukee rioters, that the first clause 
of the president's order declaring martial 
Jaw over the state, and subjecting citizens 
to-military trial, is invalid. The power to 
declare martial law in states where rebel- 
lion is actual or imminent, was conceded, 
tut it was held that there existed no^ neces- 
sity for it in Wisconsin, since the civil tri- 
bunals are maintained and justice thereby 
administered. 


Martial law and eivil authorities cannot 


co exist in the same territory. The power 
of the president to suspend the writ of ha- 
beas corpus is denied ; the court holding it 
to be snch a change in the law as could only 
be made by a legislative body, like congress 
though the president or any general might 
refuse to make return to the writ when 
it would materially interfere with military 
operations, or in a place where martial law 
exists. 


These opinions were accompanied by the

Dear Madam :—Your telegram of the 


ITth, Wednesday, was received this morn 
ing- at 10 o'clock. I did not deem it nee 
essary to answer your dispatch by tele- 
graph, as before the message could reach 
yon, you would hare received my letters o 
Sunday and Monday announcing the death 
of your husband. 


I believe I have written to you all the 


particulars concerning his death, all, a 
least, that I have been able to gather. Be 
fore his death he spoke affectionately ol 
yon, and particularly desired to see me on 
Sunday. I arrived at the hospital only one 
hour after his death, and when I hearc 
from Palmer that your husband had desir 
ed to see me, I could hardly forgive mysel 
for not having started earlier. But we had 
heard on Friday that he was better, and be 
ing in camp six miles from Oxford, I did 
not deem it necessary to go and see him 
until on Sunday, when I mounted and rode 
rapidly to Oxford, and repaired immediate- 
ly to the hospital, taking with me a bottle 
of new milk and some medicines from 
camp for your husband. Upon arriving at 
the university buildings I met Dr. Skinner 
and Harlow Palmer, both extending their 
hands, the latter with tearful eyes, which 
assured me, without words, that your hus 
band had passed through the " valley and 
shadow of death,." and had gone nt the call 
of his maker to that abode prepared for all 
who love Htm. 


During your husband's sojourn in the 


army, I am prepared to state that his con- 
duct was exemplary, and in the frequent 
conversations which I had with him, I waa 
struck with his manliness and high tone of 
character. He seemed to have made many 
sacrifices in leaving a pleasant home and 
many friends, but at the same time express- 
ed his willingness to share the lot of a sol- 
dier,and fight and suffer privation of all kinda 
on the field, to bring about peace and the 
restoration of the dignity and supremacy 
of the best government that ever existed. 


He had been complaining of illness for 


about a fortnight previous to his death, but 
J. did not observe that hia case was danger- 
ous until the time I first wrote to you. He 
had been about daily, but his condition did 
not excite any alarm in my mind until the 
day I sent you the first letter. He then 
gave up and could not go about auy longer, 
and was immediately sent to hospital, Palm- 
er accompanying him, giving him the clos- 
est and kindest attentions. He continued 
to sink, though under the care of Dr. Skin- 
ner, a kind and skillful surgeon. 
On Sun- 


day, at 11 a.m., he sank quietly and in 
peace to his last, long rest, and we pray 
that his spirit is resting in the bosom of its 
maker. 


I yesterday sent you all of the letters ad- 


dressed to your husbaad, as sacredly your 
own. 


Tha health of the battery is nnesception- 


ably good at this time, but the death ol 
Mr. Whitman has cast a noticeable gloom 
upon tbe faces and spirits of all.
